T 
h e way things now look in the 
Europetn 
laboratory 
of war, j A ccept 
Allied bombing of Germany and 
occupied territory may be the agent 
which will precipitate victory. 
This isn’t to say that victory 
depends solely on air-power, for 
many elements are contributing to 
the Axis downfall which surelv 
and steadily is approaching. Still, 
the aenal bombardment is having 
a terrific and 
perhaps decisive 
effect on the Germans. 
Dispatches to Swith and Swed­ 
ish newspapers from their corre- 
pendents give a composite picture 
ot a Germany which is enduring 
such terrors that “nobody knows 
how long the population will be 
able to endure it.” The undreamed 
ol striking-power being shown by 
the Allied air navies has convinced 
the Reich that a new phase of the 
war has been opened. 
One Stockholm 
dispatch 
de­ 
scribes the bombing as having an 
(tiect sim ilar to that of the Allied 
naval blockage in 1918, when the 
morale 
of 
the 
German 
people 
cracked because 
of hunger and 
other privations. T hat’s an intense­ 
ly interesting statement, especially 
since the fatherland of the last 
war collapsed 
without enduring 
the horrors of bombardment. 
The 
weigh, t of trouble which caused 
the people to quit in 1818 isn’t a 
s peck on the moon to what they 
shortly 
will 
be getting 
from 
the cumulative 
effect of 
Allied 
bombing. 
The bombardment 
serves 
the 
double purpose of destroying war 
resources and of so disrupting com­ 
munications as to^jAfc^liiany parts 
of the country on short rations. 
Ihus it’s a much more devastating 
weapon than the naval blockade. 
It's only so far back as May 19 
that British Premier Churchill an­ 
nounced to a joint session of the 
senate and house in Washington 
that the Allies were about to un­ 
dertake the historic experiment of 
trying to bomb Germany and Italy 
into iinpotency. T hat’s less than 
three months ago—A very short 
time to show big results in such a 
vast undertaking, which must de­ 
pend on cumulative destruction.

Two important pieces of legisla- ] 
tion won the approval of city coun­ 
cil Tuesday night, acting upon com- j 
mittee recommendations.

rooms so that the bowling alleys 
can operate on their requested Sun­ 
day schedule of from* 2 p. m. on. 
The Sunday ban on pool rooms will 
remain unchanged. 
Fred A. Shalfer, ordinance com­ 
mittee chairman, 
explained 
that 
the committee was making its rec­ 
ommendation after meeting with 
the Ministerial association, the Sa­ 
lem Bowling association and the op­ 
erator of the new Salem bowling 
center. 
Shaffer was Joined in .th e rec­ 
ommendation by another member of 
his committee, Charles Cavanaugh, 
while the third member, Charles 
Rheutan, voiced opposition to the 
plan. 
Shaffer explained that the ordi­ 
nance would be drafted with full 
restrictions, prohibiting the sa’e of 
alcoholic drinks on premises, ban­ 
ning any type of gambling, etc. 
Fastors in the city, in a letter 
signed the Protestant

association, voiced disapproval over 
operation of the alleys in violation 
of a city ordinance, but pictured 
bowling as a wholesome sport and 
desirable form of recreation and 
expressed a desire to have propei 
law enforcement carried out in the 
event council took action to permit 
bowling on Sunday.

Dads' Chances For 
Army Commissions 
Is Greatly Reduced 


(By Associated P ress) 
WASHINGTON. Aug. 4—Fathers 
now facing military conscription 
^tHnd a gieatly reduced chance of 
getting a commirsion. 
Military officials said today the 
road to an Army officeis’ rating 
had not been closed, but they de­ 
clared it, has become considerably 
rockier in recent months. 
Quotas 
for 
officer 
candidate 
schools have been reduced tJrastical- 
y, the basic training period is being 
(xtended by nearly one-third, and 
preference i.s being extended by 
nearly oue-third, and preference Is 
being given to men with overseas 
service. 
On the other hand, officials hint­ 
ed the recent army order to enforce 
the statutory retirement for age 
of senior officers, and to relieve 
overage officers from active duty, 
except in extra-ordinary cases, was 
intended in part at least to create 
vacancies so that by a chain of 
promotions new openings would be 
cieated in the lower grades for of­ 
ficer candidates. 
A number of facts point to de­ 
cidedly restricted opportunities for 
commissions. 
First, with the induction of fa­ 
thers scheduled to start in October, 
the indications are most of them 
probably will find themselves in 
the Navy, since by that time the 
Army will be close to its goal of 
b.200,000 men, and.the Navy offers 
no such system as the army has for 
advancing men from ranks to com­ 
missions. 
Second, the 
requirements 
for 
Army officers have been to a large 
extent filled, except for replace­ 
ments, by the now all-bid aban­ 
doned direct commissioning of men 
from civilian life 
and the 
vast 
ti aining program of the officer can­ 
didate schools. 


Third, such quotas as remain on 
t lie reduced programs at the offi­ 
cer candidate 
schools are 
being 
lilled more and more by men wito 
combat or other overseas records, 
and by youngsters who have com­ 
pleted two years or more of R. O. T. 
C. training in college. 
Fourth, the general “leveling of’ 
process in the army is further in­ 
dicated in that the basic training 
period, heretofore 13 weeks, is being 
lengthened to 17 weeks.

ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS 
IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 4. — The 
island of Malta was disclosed to­ 
day to have been Gen. Dwight D 
Eisenhower’s operational headquar- 
tu s for the Allied attack on Sicily. 
The general and his staff went 
th ere four c.ays before the sched­ 
uled beginning of the offensive and 
he stayed in a palace built in 1540 
by the KidRhts of St. John. There 
he was a guest of Field Marshal 
Lord Gort, governor general. 
These facts were disclosed today 
as 
the 
Allied 
commander-in- 
chief paid special tribute to the 
island’s people, "the mast bombed 
and shot on earth," to Lord Gort 
and to the Malta air force. 
During General Eisenhower’s stay 
there, offices were placed in lime­ 
stone tunnels, grim reminders of 
the year in which the Island was 
subjected to more than 2,000 air 
raids 
There were two raids 
during 
that time but one of the general’s 
aides said 
neither 
produced 
as 
much discomfort as sand flies cap­ 
able of producing a fever of 104 
degrees. Several of his staff were 
laid low that way while waiting for 
the invasion to begin. 
Tn one of his tributes today, Gen. 
Eisenhower said: 
“Tlie epic of Malta is a symbolic 
experience of the United Nations 
in this war. Malta has passed suc­ 
cessfully through the stages of woe­ 
ful unpreparedness, tenacious en­ 
durance, intensive preparation and 
the initiation of a fierce offensive.

Sulfa Drugs Won’t 
Kill Certain Germs, 
Scientists Learn 


MINNEAPOLIS—T he reason why 
some bacteria are almost immune 
to sulfa medicines has been discov­ 
ered a t the University of M innesota 
hospital and medical school. 
The resistant germs m anufacture 
a B vitam in which nullifies 
the 
medicine. 
This nullifying vitam in 
is para am ino benzoic acid, one of 
the B complex. 
The findings are 
reported in Science by Wesley W. 
Spink and Jean Jerm sta Vivino. 
This resistance of some 
germs 
to sulfanlm aldes of 
any type has 
been both a puzzle and worry to 
doctors. Some hum an beings have 
failed to benefit from sulfa drugs 
which prflmptly cured other per­ 
sona. 
At 
first 
physicians suspected 
th at some hum an beings arc re­ 
sistant to the action of su’fa drugs. 
T hat may still be true, but more 
and more varieties of germs are 
being found which resist 
sulfas, 
and possibly 
explain 
failure 
of 
hum an treatm ents. 
The annoying 
thing about these resistant germs 
Is th a t they belong to the same 
families which sulfa drugs ordi­ 
narily destroy. 
The 
M innesota 
investigators 
have found the resistance to 
su lfa s 
in m ore than a dozen strains of 
staphylococci, the bacteria which 
cause 
common 
food 
poisoning 
They have discovered 
also that 
some of 
these 
resistant germs, 
after 
producing 
the 
vitamin, 
change 
it 
into 
a 
yellow-brown 
pigment.
